on Newport's most important slreel. 
Mayor Boyle presided, and Prcsidenl 
Roberl S. Hayes of the board of trade 
was Ihe first speaker, telling of Ihe 
action lhat the board had taken toward 
silving tho traffic problem. 


Mr. William R. Harvey, of Ihe com- 


mittee of the board of trade lhat hail 
diawn up the ordinance, explained iU 
provisions. 
This provides for traffic in 


a southerly direction only on Thames 
street from Touro street to Pelham, 
and in a norlhcrly direction only o: 
Spring slreel between the same streets 
These regulations will bo in elFecl on 
weekdays only from 9 a. :n. to G p. m. 
and from May I to November 1 of each 
year. He said that a careful study o 
the traffic conditions had been made 
showing that a southerly traffic on 
Thames streel was the more desirable 
Aside from the construction of a ncv 
water slrcet, this seems the only solu 
lion of the problem.
